“Although the Attorney-General 
had stated that the situation at the 
plant more nearly resembled an in ­ 
surrection than a strike, the Presi­ 
dent'. 
declaration made no refer­ 
ence 
to the statutes authorizing 
Federal intervention in time of in ­ 
surrection. 
The President has a broad range 
of authority in relation to domestic 
disorders. Under the Constitution he 
may call forth the militia to execute 


Fedetal Laws, supress insurrections 
and repel invasions, and he is alsc 
charged with protecting the stater i 
against domestic violence, when re­ 
quested by the legislature or the 
governor. 
These and other related consti­ 
tu tional powers have been supple­ 
m e n te d by Congress in several sta­ 
tutes. One statute makes it law’ful ;

the President to employ thr J 
regular armed forces in the sup- ; 
pression of an insurrection against j 
a state government, on applicatior 
of the legislature or the governor 
as provided in the Constitution.

Under a third statute, w’hen domes­

Set Midnight Tomorrow For 
S u n Of Twup— Would 
Affect Entire Nation 


(International Naws Service) 
NEW YORK, Nov. 13—A strike of 
15,000 long-distance telephone op­ 
erators and maintenance workers In 
42 states was called for midnight 
tomorrow following a breakdown in 
the negotiations between leaders of 
the Federation of Long Lines Tele­ 
phone 
Workers, 
an 
independent 
union, and officials of fhe Ameri­ 
can Telephone and Telegraph com­ 
pany. 
John J. Moran, president of the 
union, announced that at the stroke 
of 12 all of the operators would 
quit their jobs, with the exception 
of those handling communications 
connected with defense. 
If effec­ 
tive, the strike will tie up long dis­ 
tance telephone communication of 
the entire nation and seriously dis­ 
rupt news teletype transmission and 
chain radio broadcasting. 
Moran said the strike, which was 
approved by a vote of the member­ 
ship Nov. 3, was called to bolster 
the union’s demands for a four 
per cent wage Increase and a nar­ 
rowing of geographic pay differ­ 
entials. 
The strike, he said, will 
take effect in all states except 
Washington, Oregon, New Hamp­ 
shire, Vermont, Nevada, and Mon­ 
tana. 
Union leaders, w'ho previously ex­ 
pressed a willingness to call off the 
strike if the disnute Is certified to 
the 
National 
Defense 
Mediation 
Board, said the decision to make 
the strike effective at midnight to- 
morrow' was made after yesterday’s 
meeting with company officials and 
representative.5 of the U. S. Con­ 
ciliation Service showed that no 
effort had been made to hav« It 
certified.

George Bernard Shaw 
Denies Autograph Sales

(International News Service) 
LONDON. Nov. 13.—George Bern­ 
ard Shaw, the famous Irish wit and 
playwright, took up the literary cud­ 
gels today against insinuations that 
he might have cashed in on sales 
of autograplLs or original 
m anu­ 
scripts. 
Shaw denied a statem ent publish- 
Sketch that he “unblashingly men* 
ed recently by the London Daily 
tioned 5.000 pounds sterling” (about 
$20.000» when a Kansas City book­ 
seller. Frank Glenn, wanted to pur­ 
chase one of Shaw’s manuscripts. 
In a letter to the Daily Sketch. 
Shaw stated: 
‘Allow me to warn 
Mr. Glenn 
and all whom it may concern that I 
never sold a manuscript in my life, 
nor 
autographed 
an 
edition 
for 
sale nor even a single copy to be 
auctioned at a bazaar.” 


The bearded critic took particular 
exception to a statement by the 
Sketch that he sold some manu­ 
scripts to Glenn for 400 pounds; 
($1.600). 
“Once or twice.” wrote Shaw, “I 
have been so tickled by Americans j 
who naively ordered by autograph j 
j and sent a dollar that I kept the j 
dollar and sent a signed receipt.

autograph 
to the extent of 
two 
dollars in 85 years.” 
Shaw 
claimed 
any 
manuscripts 
bought by Glenn and attributed to 
Shaw were forgeries. 
“No such manuscripts have ever 
existed.” said Shaw, "as I wrote

in a phoentie script which is then 
typewritten and sent to the printers. 
“I have presented a few to public 
libraries, including 10 pages from 
St Joan . . . the rest I have ru th ­ 
lessly torn up.”

Japanese Nationals 
Will Be Detained 


Plans Made For Action In Event 
Of “Friction” With 
Japan 


(International News Service) 
WASHINGTON. Nov. 13,— Attoi- 
ney General Biddle disclosed Wed­ 
nesday 
that 
a 
system 
has 
been 
worked out to detain Japanese Na­ 
tionals in the United States and its 
possessions in the event that "fric­ 
tion" should develop with Japan. 
The plan was perfected jointly by 
the immigration bureau and the war 
department, he said. 
Biddle described purposes of tlie 
plan as one which would not im­ 
pose great injustices on the mass 
of Japanese Nationals in 
United 
States territories by huge mass ar­ 
rests. 
He said, nevertheless, that 
"summary" mass arrests would have 
to be made in the Hawaiian and 
Philippine Islands because of the 
strategical importance of these pos­ 
sessions to U. S. security in the Pa­ 
cific.

subversive Japanese would be de­ 
tained along with others, but those 
loyal to the U. S. would be liber­ 
ated as soon as examinations of in­ 
dividual cases could be made.

Still, great as he thinks DiMaggio j 
is as an all-around ball player—"the i 
best in the game today"—Evans was 
not thoroughly in accord with selec­ 
tion of the Yankee clipper as the 
most valuable player in the Ameri­ 
can League for 1941. Evans likes Ted ; 
Williams for the honor. 
DiMaggio Outstanding 
"While I feel that DiMaggio Is 
unquestionably 
the 
outstanding 
player in baseball, he already has 
won the most valuable player award 
once before, and I regret that Ted 
Williams didn’t get it tins time," 
Evans said, taking time out from 
his duties as general manager of the 
: Cleveland Rams, of the National 
professional football league, to dls- 
1 cuss his greater love. You can’t say 
| that baseball was Evans’ first love 
j for lie was a great high school foot- 
' ball player and later a promising 
performer at Cornell, until a kne<‘ 
injury .stopped him on the grid and 
turned him to baseball. 
“The fact that I was responsible 
for the deal that brought Williams 
from San Diego to the Boston Red 
Sox. probably is behind my kindly 
feeling toward him,” Evans went on 
"Also, it has been so long since any­ 
body hit 
400 that I thought Wil­ 
liams’ hitting might get the kid the 
honors." 
Match Williams 
But watch Williams in the future, 
the former umpire warned 
"Why he's just a kid—right a? tht 
start of Ills career " Evans said, and 
.400 won’t be hit again until he does 
it. He's a super-hitter, the greatest 


hitter since Babe Ruth without n 
question, and there are no exceptions 
or ifs about that. He is improving 
tremendously all the time as an all- 
around ball player." 
Reminded that Williams’ fielding

W illiams Is Slugger 
Evans, who was general manager 
of the Cleveland Indians from 1927 
through 1935 and director of the 
Boston Red Sox farms from 1936 
into 1941, brought Williams to Bos- 
tion a.s one of the greatest prospects 
he had ever seen, and was promptly 
convinced of his wisdom. William; 
didn’t make it the first year, but 
while farmed out to Minneapolis 
broke virtually every slugging record 
in the American Association and 
then vindicated all his supporters 
last season when he hit above .400 
slugged like a terror and ran second 
only to DiMaggio in the most val­ 
uable player award.
